HE new charter provides (9-10): ‘“‘ The 
power of the city council to regulate, 
control, or prohibit the manufacture, 
selling, or giving away of intoxicating 
liquors and beverages shall be subject 

to the provisions ef the general laws of the 
state, except as specially modified by law 
with reference to the city of Chicago, and 
further subject to the terms and conditions 
upon which any district may have been or 
may hereafter be annexed to the city.” 
is believed to be a correct reénactment of the 
law as it obtains at the present time. 

It will be as impossible in the future as it 
is now for the city council to defeat the pro- 
hibition ordinances of districts annexed in 
or since 1889. Since these districts came into 
the city upon the faith of this guaranty it is 
difficult to see how any one can find fault 
with its continuance. The provision (in 4-27) 
for the publication of these ordinances must 
be welcome to all who wish to observe them 
in good faith.

That is the provision of the criminal 


code that “ whoever keeps open any tippling 
house or place where liquor Is sold or given 
away upon the first day. of the week, com- 
monly called Sunday, shall be fined not ex- 
ceeding $200."" Any one who {s familiar with 
life in Chicago knows that restaurants and 
gardens where beer is sold are open on Sun- 
days, and that the custom is entirely harm- 
less, or would be so but for the fact that it 
is technically contrary to law. It js the law 
and not the practice which is unsatisfactory.

This feeling prevailed in the charter con- 
vention and the desirability for a change in 
the law was admitted. It was, however, also 
strongly felt that it would be unwise to 
burden the charter with an issue in which 
prejudices and animosities were strongly in- 
volved, and the convention therefore re- 
solved to submit to the legislature a separate 
bill, incorporating the proposed change.

The representatives of the United Societies 
argue that the Sunday closing law was 
enacted in 1845, and was superseded by the 
city act of 1872 for cities organized under that 
act, as Chicago didin 1875. 

There are two answers to this contention: 
First, that the act of 1845 was reénacted and 
thereby continued !n 1874; and, second, that, 
conceding this re@nactment not to be con- 
trolling the act of 1872 was not repugnant to 
that of 1845, and, therefore, did not supersede 


it. In other words, the power of the city to’ 


license, regulate, and prohibit the sale of 
liquor is In no manner Inconsistent with the 
continued operation of a general law prohib- 
iting the sale of liquor on Sunday only. The 
city law expressly provides [Art. 1, Sec. 6] 
that all laws or parts of laws not inconsistent 
with the provision of the act shall continue 
in force and applicable to any city or village. 

Our Supreme court has pretty clearly indi- 
cated what will constitute an inconsistency 
which will make a later local statute super- 
sede an earlier general act. It seems that 
this may be the result where both containa 
power to license [Woodward vs. Turnbull, 3 
Scam. 1]. 80a state law fiz a Ticense fee 
may be regarded as supersiiea by a subse- 
quent city law giving the council the power to 
determine the amount of fees for the same 
kind of licenses, and it is in order to obviate 
this conclusion that the city act expressly 
provides that in granting licenses the cor- 
porate authorities shall comply with what- 
ever general law of the state may be in force 
relative to the granting of licenses.

The question must always be: . Can the 
local power be exercisesd consistently with 
the general law? If so, it must be so exer- 
cised. If not, the legislature itn granting the 
local power must have contemplated the pos- 
sibility of an abrogation of the inconsistent 
state law within the locality. In Missouri 
there was a Sunday closing law much lIike 
ours; thereafter the city of St. Louis obtained 
power to permit the opening of establish- 


+ 


under such a charter, it would require the 
exercise of the power by the city, and not the 
mere grant to it, to supersede the state law, 
unless the grant was made in terms exclusive 
{20 Ill, 480; 30 Ill, 389; 36 Til., 423), and it 
was for this reason that the word exclusive 
was inserted in-“e bill which the legislature 
refused to pass. 

Now two things are perfectly obvious, as 
far as our present law is concerned: First, 
that the power of the city to regulate the 
sale of INquor» can be exercised in such a 
manner as to leave the Sunday closing law 
of the state in perfect operation, and there- 
fore must be so exercised; second, that the 
city has never attempted to exercise it in 
any other manner. 

An examination of the revisions of the 
city ordinances of 1856, 1873, 1881, 1897, and 
1905 shows that the subject of Sunday closing 
of saloons is touched in only one of them, 
that of 1873, and there it is prohibited to 
keep them open. I have been unable to dis- 
cover any ordinance permitting or regulating 
Sunday sales. It is true that the ordinances 
since 1881 have required a bond of every 
saloonkeeper that he will keep closed on 
Sundays all doors opening out upon any 
street from the barroom, and that all win- 
dows opening upon any street from any bar- 
room shall on Sunday be provided with 
blinds, so as to obstruct the view from the 
street into the barroom. But if this was in- 
tended to sanction or permit the sale of 
liquor on Sundays, notwithstanding the state 
law, it is obvious that the council did not 
dare to express its intent clearly, and no 
court would hold a state law to be abro- 
gated in so obscure and ambiguous a man- 
ner. P 


All that can be gathered from the ordi- 
nances is that the city is not willing to have 
a@ liquor license forfeited for a violation of 
state laws, and it is to be noted that the 
former charter of the city permitted bonds 
to be taken only for the due observance of 
the ordinances or regulations of the com- 
mon council, being silent as to state laws. 
In this respect the practice is not different 
now and will not be different under the 
new charter. 


It is also well known that the state law 
regarding Sunday closing has never been 
enforced in this city, and that the Supreme 
court has refused to compel the mayor to 
enforce it. The new charter will make no 
change in this situation.

her flurry in the telegraphers’ strike 
Fn pres nde yesterday by an effort to call 
out about 500 more operators now employed 
in brokers’ offices, newspapers, and on leased 
wires. A meeting of these men will be held 
tonight to consider the proposed walkout. 
Union officials attributed the move to the 
more radical element of the union. It 
originated in a petition circulated during the 
afternoon among the strikers, which made 
a demand upon the executive board of the 
local union to order out every member in 
Chicago, regardless of the existence of con- 
tracts or agreements signed since the strike 
began. About 100 names were signed to the 
n, 
i ne say anything about the proposed 
spreading of the strike until the national 
executive board meets tomorrow, said 
Secretary Wesley Russell. 


Text of Strikers’ Petition. 

The petition which the Chicago strikers 
were asked to sign read as follows: 

“We, the undersigned members of local 
No. 1 of the Commercial Telegraphers Union 
of America, after due deliberation and 
thought, deem it necessary to request, and if 
necessary to demand, that every member 
of the union be called upon to cease work im- 
mediately, notwithstanding any contract that 
has been signed, believing that any contract 
made that compels one prother to work to 
the disadvantage of another is better broken 
than kept, and further believing that this 
method ts the quickest and most satisfactory 
way of settling our differences with the West- 
ern Union and Postal Telegraph companies. 

“We believe that there would be as much 
sense in signing an agreement with the Pos- 
tal and letting the Western Union men fight 
out their own fight as to keep an agreement 
with any broker or newspaper while differ- 
ences with the Western Unton and Postal 
companies remain unsettled. We further de- 
mand prompt action on the part of our hon- 
orable executive board.” 


No Hope of Early Capitulation. 


From statements made at the daily mass- f[ 


meeting of the strikers at Brand's hall, the 
union leade have abandoned hope of an 
early capitulation of the telegraph com- 
panies. Secretary Russell told the operators 
that he did not expect important develop- 
ments from the meeting of the Western 
Union board of directors in New York to- 
morrow. 

“ET believe the board will pass the matter 
over for another week,’ said Mr. Ruseell, 
‘‘to see if the strikers will not break ranks.”

Characteristics of Young in 
All the Large Cities. 


New York, Sept. 8.—([Special.J—That an 
enormous proportion of the school children 
of New York suffer from malnutrition, en- 
larged glands, and defective breathing is 
demonsirated by the report of the committee 
on physical welfare, under whose direction 
doctors éxamined 1,400 boys and girls attend- 
ing the public schools. 

While the report indicates that the condl- 
tions found are neither new nor alarming, it 
points out the urgent necessity for correc- 
tive measures. 

The results of the committee’s investiga- 
tions in New York are applicable to all large 
cities, especially Chicago, which ranks next 
to New York in schoo! attendance. 

" he 1,400 children examined here were 
those reported by board of health doctors as 
suffering from physical defects. A feature of 
the examination was that a large percént- 
age of the defective children were of the well 
to do class, whose parents might easily have 
afforded preventive medical treatment. The 
chief troubles found by the examining physi- 
cilane were mainutrition, enlarged glands, 
ahd defective breathing. : It is reported that 
$f the percentages hold good for all the schoo!

Republicans Expect President to Make 
One Speech; Senatorship Factor. 


Cleveland, O., Sept..8—The contest be- 
tween Mayor Tom L. Johnson and Congress- 
man Theodore E. Burton as the democratic 
and republican nominees for mayor of Cleve- 
land promises to be the most exciting po- 
litical.event in the history of this city, not 
excepting campaigns some years ago in 
which the late Senator Hanna was the cen- 
tral figure. 

The indorsement of Mr. Burton's candidacy 
by ‘Theodore Roosévelt and Secretary Taft, 
it is said, ’may be followed by speeches here 
by both later on in the campaign. The pres- 
ident is to start from Cleveland on the com- 
ing trip of the inland waterways commis- 
sion ‘on its tour of inspection and investiga- 
tion on the great lakes and down the Mis- 
sissippi river, and republican leaders believe 
that while here he-may be induced to make 
a speech urging Burton's election. 

Will Nominate Johnson on Sept. 19. 

The democratic executive committee has 
celled the city convention at which Mayor 
Jotingon and the ticket with him is to be 
named for Sept. 19. Mayor Johnson has de- 
clined to discuss the matter since the an- 
nouncement of Burton as a candidate, but 
it is said he has assurances that W. J. Bryan 
and other leading democrats from various 
parts of the country will come here to make 
speéches in his behalf. 

Gleveland is regarded as a normally re- 
publican city by from 7,000 to 10,000 majori- 
ty in national elections, and up to the advent 
of Mayor Johnson, six years ago, the repub- 
licans had ruled the city and county for 
yeers, with the exception of isolated cases, 
such as the election of Mavor Farley, fol- 
lowing the defeat of the McKiseon adminie- 
tration and the rehabilitation of the faction 
led hy Senator Hanna.

ON BOARD THE LUSITANIA, Sept. 8, 
7:20 p. m.—[ Via Wireless to Crookhaven, Ire- 
land.j—The Lucania, which left Liverpool 
four hours ahead of us, was overtaken and 
passed off the Skemes at 4:30 Sunday morn- 
ing. The Lusitania reached Queenstown at 
9:26 this morning and the Lucania ten min- 
utes later. Both ships ran into a fog cross- 
ing the channel. 

The Lucania sailed from Queenstown at 
11:40 and the Lusitania sailed thirty-one 
minutes later. The big turbiner was forced 
to leave 200 passengers behind. 


Lucania Hits Atlantic in Lead. 


Two hours after we left Queenstown the 
Lucania was stillahead. At6o'clock tonight 
it was about fourteen to twenty miles ahead 
of us. A fog caused the Lusitania to slacken 
down its speed, which greatly disappointed 
the passengers. There were occasional 
patches of brightness during which the pace 
was increased and the Lucania’s lead was 
steadily cut down. 

At times the big turbiner hit up a pace of 
twenty-five knots am hour. The Lusitania 
is expected to land its matis in New York on 
Friday.

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FIGHT COTTING OF COUNTY 


Oklahoma Faction Has Appeal 
Before Justice Brewer. 


CLAIM POWERS EXCEEDED. 


Say Constitutional Convention Had No 
Right to Split Woods. 


’ 

Justice Davi@ J. Brewer of the United 
States Supreme court is trying to devise some 
equitable way of granting the writ of super- 
gedeas asked for by Attorney H. A> Noah of 
Alva, Okla., without delaying the vote on 
the state conetitution, set for Sept. 17. The 
suit in which Mr. Noah is interested does not 
attack the constitution as a whole, but only 
that part of it in which Woods county, one 
of the largest !n the territory, wae broken 
up into three, the two new ones being Al- 
falfa and Major. : 

The constitutional convention undertook to 
do this work and it is the claim of the people 
of Woods county that such an act can only 
be done properly by the legisjature after the 
state is admitted. The case was tried last 
winter, soon after the report of the constitu- 
tional convention had been made, and Mr. 
Noah and his associates were successful in 
the territorial district court. The case was 
appealed to the Oklahoma Supreme court, 
where the decision of the lower court was 
reversed. His efforts now are to secure a 
review of the question by the United States 
Supreme court. 

‘“‘T have told Justice Brewer,’’ said the at- 
torney yesterday, “ that We would be willing 
to accept some order affecting the division of 
Ww county alone and not affecting the 
submission of the constitution as a whole to 
the vote of the people. I have suggested a 
way in which it seems to me this-can be 
done. 

‘‘ If satisfaction is not secured through this 
supersedeas the president will be petitioned 
to refuse his proclamation for the new state. 
Hither that:or sending the entire matter to 
the next congress of the United States.”’

'lSTAMPEDE IN LAKOTA. 


Guests Flee as They See Floor in 
Eruption; Piano in Saloon 
Smashed. 


Guests of the Lakota hotel. Michigan ave- 
nue and Thirtieth street, were thrown into 
a panic and fled from the hotel dining room 
last night when a fly wheel in the engine 
room shot from its position and crashed into 
a thousand pieces, many of which tore 
through the floor of the dining room, im- 
mediately above. One of the pieces, weigh- 
ing more than 100 pounds, flew out of the 
basement window and crashed through the 
saloon window of J. A. Johnson, 246 Thirtieth 
street. 

More than fifty guests were seated in the 
cining room of the hotel when they were 
startled by a crash from the engine room and 
saw a portion of the floor shoot upwards, 
Chairs and tables were overturned by the 
heavy iron that hurtled through the air. 

The diners fled in haste. Although none 
was injured many had narrow escapes. 


Big Building in Darkness. 

The breaking of the fly wheel plunged the 
ten story building into darkness, and in an 
instant the corridors were filled with terror 
stricken men and women, who clambered 
down the stairways and made anxious in- 
quiries at the office. They were assured 
that there was no danger and many of them 
returned to their rooms. 

The dining room, however, was out of com- 
mission for the night. Several of the guests, 


who believed danger still threatened, re- 


fused to ascend the stairs and left for other 
quarters. ° 

The break is thought to have been caused 
by the splitting of one of the belts on a 
dynamo. Like a flash the dynamo wheels, 
with nothing to retard the speed, whirled 
around with startling rapidity, and a second 
later the fly wheel shot out of position. One 
of the huge pieceg of the wheel crashed along 
the basement floor and imbedded itself in the 
stone foundation under the sidewalk. 

Narrowly Misses an Auto. 

The portion that flew out into the street 
narrowly missed striking two occupants of 
a speeding automobile before it crashed 
through the window of Johnson's saloon, im- 
mediately across in Thirtieth street. Esther 
Johnson, the 12 year: old daughter of the 
ea'loonkeeper, was standing in the rear room 
of the place when the fragment shot past her. 

With a crash that was heard for blocks the 
heavy iron smashed an automatic piano. 
Scveral bricks on the north side of the saloon 
were dashed from their position, 

“It was the narrowest escape I ever had,”’ 
said Esther. ‘‘I was standing just in the 
doorway at the time, and the first thing I 
knew the window was smashed by the steel 
that shot past me. I had nothing to warn me 
of my danger, and there was absolutely no 
chance of escape even had I heard it coming, 
for it struck as though fired from a gun. 
There was but littl damage done here.”’ 

At the time the accident occurred J. D. 
Fallow, the manager of the hotel, wags in 
Evanston. He was notified of what had hap- 
pened and hurried to the scene.

Miss 
Anna Nelson, his stenographer and figure- 
head secretary of the company, received a 
telegram from him yesterday saying he had 
been detained and would arrive in Chicago 
today or tomorrow. 


Humor in Alleged Jugglery. 
Here are some of the things charged 
against Gale which illustrate his alleged 
ekill as a financial juggler: 

To liquidate a@ personal debt of $20,000 
which he had “ borrowed” from the com- 
pany he sold the company $20,000 worth of 
the company's stock held by himself. This 
deal of high finance may not be clear at first 
giance, but it is a thing of delicious humor 
when comprehended. It was a transaction 
between Gale the man and Gale the com- 
pany, in which the company seems to have 
had the worst of the bargain. 

He “ borrowed ’’ $8,600 from the company 
and executed a promissory note for the 
amount. In effect, he borrowed this sum 
from himself and gave himself a note pay- 
able by himself. He was kind enough, so his 
creditors say, to “ waive’’ this note—what- 
ever that means—when it was discovered 
among the “assets*’ of his company left 
after the crash.

THE NEW CHARTER. 
NO. 8. 

One of the arguments advanced against 
the new charter is that it does not provide 
direct primaries for the selection of can- 
didates for municipal offices. The old 
system of delegates and conventions is 
preserved. 

It has not been proved that a majority 
of. the voters of Chicago of both parties, 
or of either party, are enthusiastically ‘n 
favor of direct primaries. If they are 
they seem to hide their feelings success- 
fully. ‘ 

However that may be, there is no rea- 
son why any friend. of direct primaries 
should vote against the new charter mere- 
ly because it does not recognize them. 
That would be a stupid performance. It 
would be biting off one’s nose to spite 
one’s face. It would destroy the voter's 
best chance—one may almost say his only 
chance—of getting what he wants. 

After the charter shall have been 
adopted it will be in the power of the Chi- 
‘cago voters to regulate their municipal 
primaries to suit themselves. If they de 
not like the system it gives them they can 
adopt another. All that will be needed 
will be a council ordinance and its ratifi- 
cation at the polls. If there be such a 
prevailing sentiment in favor of direct 
primaries as is sometimes alleged, the 
council will bend it. If the voters are 
not now in favor of direct primaries tliebe 
should not be thrust upon them. 

If the charter were to be rejected the 
men who want direct primaries would 
have nowhere to go for them except to 
thé Jegislature. -They. ought to know that 
they would not get much aid and comfort 
there. It has. done all.it is inclined to do 
by opening the door for such primaries 

_if the voters desire them. 

This ought to appeal to the people who 

believe in local self-government. As re- 

_gards the pfimaries, as well as many 
other matters; the charter is liberal in its 
gtant of home rule. 


. TOO BUSY FOR POLITENESS. 

‘The increasing pressure of time in the 
great American rush has brought home 
to a busy population the necessity of cur- 
tailing what is regarded excess of polite 
speech. The manager of a telephone com- 
pany in Pennsylvania has submitted a 
calculation showing that in his office the 
constant use of the word “please” in- 
volves a loss of half a second in time 
whenever it is used, amounting in con- 
sideration of the entire force to a waste 
of 125 hours every working day. He has, 

_ therefore, directed his employés to drop 
“please” from their vocabulary in office 
hours. 

This extremely practical and useful sug- 
gestion will commend itself at. once to 
every busy American. For if it is true that 

- we lose so much time in the labored ejac- 
ulation of “please,” let us consider the 
appalling waste of precious moments in 
saying “Good morning,” and “ Pardon 
me,” and “ Thank you,” and other expres- 
sions deludingly regarded a part of the 
amenities of life. Time is ithe one great 
consideration of our present human exist- 
ence. Perhaps in our youth we may bs 
foolishly taught that it pays to be polite, 
but how can it pay if half a second is 
wastéd every time we say “please,” while 


~. several minutes are thrown away every 


day in the employment of superfluous 
courtesies? 7 : 
Americans are not commonly considered 
by other nations a polite people. We have 
been reproached for our fnattention to the 
small civilities, for our brusqueness, our 
bluntness of speech, our contempt for the 
little elegances so highly esteemed by 
Tatin nations. Until this suggestion pre- 
sented itself we have been at a loss how 
fo make adequate explanation of our 
seeming misconduct. Now it is simplicity 
itself. The ever urgent necessities of time 
and besiness forbid a futile dalliance witn 
- idle courtesies. We refuse to “please” 
fF or to be “pleased.” The half second, or 
_ Second, or several secouds we throw away 
_ in soft speech to the telephone girl might 
be much more profitably and pleasantly 
employed in businesslike expletives” and 
ejaculations of impatience. Of what 
value is politeness except as measured by 
business hours and dollars and 


. «re kindly and agreeable if we lose time 
and risk a few cents a day by the ex- 
periment? 

And yet, strangely enough, despite the 
excellence and wisdom of the suggestion 
"1 m question, there is no record, even in 
"this country of hurry and push, of young 

men and young ‘women who have lost 
their positions and been turned adrift be- 
cause they were polite and courteous, be- | 
cause they used the time destroying word 
“please” and were ceremoniously gentle 
and respectful in their language. It ig. 
even possible that the telephone manager 
may forget to discharge the girl who 
thougltlessly speaks the forbidden word, 
nd it is not impossible that in time busi-_

_ What does it profit us that our manners 


ness necessities may so adjust themselves 
that politeness will be encouraged rather 
than depfécated. Perhaps we may look 
for the’innovations of courteous speech in 
a less notable era than this age of pros- 
perity, when we shall have time for the 
excesses of the gentler forms of language. 


NO MORE DELAY. 

The federal Court of Appeals has con- 
firmed an opinion long since expressed by 
Tue Tripune that it was not Judge 
Grosscup’s function to refinance the bank- 
rupt Union Traction property. It was the 
duty of the court and of the receivers to 
wind up the affairs of the hydrocephalous 
corporations and give to their creditors 
whatever was realized from the sale of 
the junk. If they had done this the cred- 
itors would no longer be litigants and the 
purchaser at the receivers’ sale would 
have been in a position to accept the 
franchise passed by the council. 

The court saw fit to exercise extraordl- 
nary power—in the interest of the holders 
of Union Traction and north and west 
side securities, rather than of the public. 
Be that as it may, the plan was generally 
recognized as a solution of the situation, 
fair to all the owners of the stocks and 
bonds, even if it had involved delay and 
hardship to the public. Some of those 
stock and bond holders object to the re- 
organization plan; not because it is unjust 
to them, but because they are playing the 
deg in the manger. We are inclined to 
the view that some of them are morally, 
if not technically,’ blackmailers. 

It has been said ‘‘ Hope deferred mak- 
eth the heart sick.” ‘The public is weary 
of delay and of the bickerings of the 
various etreet railway interests. Its pa- 
tience with the court and the street rail- 
roads is exhausted. The council once has 
postponed the time when the Chicago 
Railways company should accept the or- 
dinance passed by the council. The pub- 
lic will object vigorously to further post- 
ponement, unless it be brief and with the 
definite assurance of the majority interest 
that they will accept the ordinance at the 
end of that short period. Otherwise the 
council should give the north and west 
side lines to the Chicago City railway and 
compel the court to sell the assets of the 
Union Traction lines under the hammér— 
whatever loss that course may impose on 
the owners of their stocks and bonds. 


CHECKING EMIGRATION. 

In an effort to gain information that 
would be helpful toward an intelligent 
consideration of some of the problems of 
immigration, a subcommittee of congress 
has been visiting the principal continental 
countries from which immigrants have 
come in large numbers. The conditions 
there have been studied to discover why 
people leave their homes, what induce- 
ments are held out to them to migrate io 
the United States, how these inducements 
are brought to the attention of the wazce 
earners, and what the attitude of the 
home government is toward the steady 
withdrawal of citizens. 

Returning members of the committce 
say that an era of higher wages is 
dawning for Germany and some other 
European countries. What is true of 
them will finally be true of all—of the 
purely agricultural as well as of the man- 
ufacturing states. After migration shall 
have reached a certain point there will 
begin to be a scarcity of labor. That will 
inevitably force up wages. As they in- 
crease the inducements to emigrate will 
decrease, except in the case of a- perse- 
cuted population like.the Russian Jews. 
Greater opportunities at home have 
checked the flow of German immigration, 
and the same will happen ultimately in 
Italy and other countries. The United 
States will continue to offer to the restless 
and ambitious opportunities that are~de- 
nied them at home, but a moderate ad- 
vance in the wage scale will persuade 
many a man to stay where he is. 

Undoubtedly the demand for labor will 
be in the long run the most effective regu- 
lator of emigration. As long as the Amer- 
ican is more urgent than the European 
demand emigrants cannot be kept away. 
Whenever Europe ceases to be oversup- 
plied with labor it will have to bid a 
higher price for it, and the movement of 
humanity in. this direction will be less 
active. 

There is another feature of this in- 
crease of European wages which may 
have effect in America. What effect re- 
mains to be seen. But there has been 
much said about. “cheap labor” as a 
factor in determining cost of production 
on the continent. If there is a general 
advance in the price of labor abroad the 
competition of foreign manufacturers with 
the American may be rendered less acuto. 
The compulsion to pay higher wages as 
a result of emigration to the United 
States may have a wide bearing upon In- 
dustry. 2 


PROFESSIONAL THIEVES. 

A law has gone into effect in New York 
making it possible to send a professional, 
thief to prison for six months whenever 
he is found loitering in a public place or 
riding in a public vehicle. The fact that 
any man has been twice convicted of 
theft is taken as a proof that he is a 
professional thief and on his former rec- 
ord he may be sent to jail if found un- 
der circumstances which are favorable to 
the practice of his profession. 

This is the logical extension of a plan 
introduced by Inspector Byrnes. In his 
day there was a dead line which sep- 
arated the lower part of Broadway and 
adjacent streets from the rest of New 
York. Every well. known pickpocket, 
sneak thief, or confidence man found be- 
low that line was hustled to a police sta- 
tion., The particular charge did not mat- 
ter, although the inspector usually could 
make out a case against any of the gen- 
try. The present law makes it unneces- 
sary to prove anything more than two 
previous convictions for theft and instead 
of leaving the professional thief free to 
ply his trade anywhere except south of 
an arbitrarily fixed dead line makes it 
unsafe for him to enter any public con- 
yeyance or to loiter in the street or parks. 

There will be some protest from senti- 
mentalists that it is unfair to hound a 
man who has paid the penalty of his 
crime. But it must be observed that no 
man can be arrested under this law who 
has been punished only for a first offense. 
A repetition of the crime indicates a settled 
determination to make a living by theft. 
Any person truly repentant after a second 
term in prison has only to leave the state | 


or seek some employment which will keep 
him off the streets. If he continues to | 
hang around without visible effort to earn 
an honest living it is a fair assumption 
that he intends to steal when he gets a 
chance. {| ales 4 

Thirty prisoners were brought in by 
the first roundup of habitual offenders. 
There must be as many as that loose in 
Chicago. Under the new vagrant law of 
I}lincis a man who has no regular em- 
ployment and who Joiters in public places 
may be arrested as a vagrant and pun- 
ished by imprisonment as well as by fine. 
There have not been many convictions un- 
der this law yet. Perhaps a more vigor- 
ous application of the yagrant law to the 
known habitual criminals in this city 
would have as good fesults as those an- 
ticipated from the New York law. Un- 
less something of the kind is done the 
professional ‘thieves exiled from New 
York will take refuge here and the al- 
ready large number be increased to a 
dangerous extent. 


EXEAT TOM JOHNSON. 

Some time ago Chicago rid itself of 
Deputy Mdyor Tom Johnson. In the 
place of his colleague, Mayor Dunne, Chi- 
cago put in office a man who believed that 
a man should confine himself to the duties 
prescribed for him by law and who does 
not use the city employés in his own 
service instead of that of the city. 

It appears that Cleveland is going to do 
likewise. Theodore Burton has been 
nominated as a candidate against John- 
son. Burtoh Is one of the leaders of ths 
house of representatives, and has won a 
national reputation as chairman of the 
rivers and harbors committee of the 
house. He is the very antithesis of John- 
son. 

Johnson is a boss and owns a Tam- 
many; Burton is an anti-machinist, who 
relies upon the voluntary support of his 
followers. 

Johnson has debauched the public serv- 
icé: Burton has improved it. 

Johnson, in his own interests, political 
or financial,. has inextricably allied him- 
self with certain public corporations; Bur- 
ton will have none of them. 

Johnson is specious and adroit; Burton 
is blunt and. frank. 

It is time for Cleveland to be rid of its 
demagogue mayor. Let it take as its 
motto: “ Exeat Tom Johnson, pro bono 
publico.”

FACTS IN FOOD. 
{From Current Literature. ] 

Liebig, who ranks among chemists at Han- 
nibal ranks among generals and as Dante 
ranks among poets, taught that muscular 
energy is derived from the assimilation of 
proteid foods. The organic foodstuffs, it 
must be remembered, are of three distinct 
types. 

Dr. Russell H. Chittenden, the famous 
physiological chemist of Yale, classifies all 
digestible forms of nutrition into proteids or 
albuminous foodstuffs, carbohydrates, and 
fats. “Allanimal and vegetable foods, what- 
ever their nature and whatever their origin, 
are composed simply of representatives of 
one or more of these three classes of food 
principles.’’ Now proteid substances, re- 
garded with such an appreciative eye by Lie- 
big, have the special characteristic of con- 
taining about 16 per cent of nitrogen. ‘In 
addition they contain on an average 62 per 
cent of carbon, 7 per cent of hydrogen, 23 per 
cent of oxygen, and a slight percentage of 
sulphur.”’ Proteid or albuminous substances 
constitute the chemical basis of all living 
cells, whether animal or vegetable. ‘ This 
means, expressed in different language, that 
the organic substance of all organs and tis- 
sues, whether of animals or plants, is made 
up principally of proteid matter."’ Thus pro- 
teld substances assume a special importance 
in human diet, or animal diet generally, In 
fact. 

To say, as the scientific press is now practi- 
cally saying, that the effect of Dr. Chitten- 
der’s new wotk on the nutrition of man is to 
prove the proposition that energy is more 
adequately derived from vegetable foods than 
from proteids, is to herald the collapse of a 
fundamental fallacy in diet. ;

MAROQUISE DE FONTENOY.

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HRISTIAN SCIENCE occupies to so 
great a degreé popular attention just 
at present that it may be of interest to 
make known here the views of Eng- 
_jand’s great statesman, William 
Ewart Gladstone, on the subject. According 
to R. G. Cavendish Bentinck, the Grand Old 
Man, shortly before retiring from the pre- 
miership, condemned, in the presence of Mr. 
Cavendish Bentinck and of several other 
members of a house party, the practice of 
rashly denouncing the Christian Scientists 

as fools or impostors. , 

He quoted from memory as bearing on the 
case the fourteenth and fifteenth verses of 
the fifth chapter of St, James’ Epistle, and 
added that in the face of such precise and 
explicit directions, enjoining prayer by eld- 
ers (he emphasized the plural) andanointing 
the gick person with oil by elders, it was 
necessary to examine closely the tenets of 
Christian Science before condemning them. 
‘He incidentally expressed his regret that the 
practice of anointing, still retained by the 
Roman Catholic and the Greek churche, 
had been lost to the Protestant churches 
the time of the reformation. 

While many differed from Gladstone on 
the subject of politics, all were unanimous in 
acknowledging his profound erudition in 
evcrything relating to the church, to the holy 
scriptures, and to Christianity, as well as his 
fervent piety. His views on the subject of 
Christian Science, recorded by friends who 
are not themselves members of the cult, are 
therefore worthy of being widely known. 
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History is often relentless and cruel to the 
reputation of statesmen who have been gath- 
ered to their fathers. Sometimes, however, 
it shows itself in a more kindly light and re- 
pairs injustices to which they have been sul; 
jected. For more than half a century the 
fourth Lord Aberdeen and Sir James Gra- 
ham have labored under the reproach of hav- 
ing, in 1844, communicated to the Neapoli- 
(an government the news that some Italian 
revo.utionaries, under the leadership of the 
brothers Bandiera, friends and associates of 
Mazzini, were planning in Corfu a descent 
on the coast of Calabria, the warning having 
the result that the Neapolitan authorities 
wera prepared for the rising, captured the 
Bandiera brothers, and put them to death. 

It was not so much the warning for which 
lord Aberdeen and Sir James Graham were 
blamed. For friendly governments are in 
the habit of communicating to one another 
Warnings of this kind when the occasion 
arises. What they were reproached for was 
the manner by which they were said to have 
obtained the information which they had 
imparted to the Neapolitan authorities— 
rnemely: by opening at the general postofiice 
in London letters addressed by the Bandi- 
eras from Corfu to Magzini, who was living 
at the time in England. 3 

Muzzini’s correspondence was opened at 
the London general postoffice under a war- 
rant issued by the secretary of state for the 
home department, Sir James Graham, at the 
insiance of Lord Aberdeen, who was minis- 
ter of foreign affairs. The warrant was is- 
eued on March 1, 1844, and was canceled on 
the following June 8. The death of these 
two brothers Bandiera, whose memory is 
honored to this day in Italy as that of martyrs 
to the cause of Italian unity, has always 
been laid at the door of Sir James Graham 
and of Lord Aberdeen, who in consequence 
thereof were flércely denounced in parlia- 
ment, in the press, and in the annals of the 
time. In fact, each book published until now 
concerning that portion of the Victorian era 
mentions the matter as constituting a biot 
on their respective careers.

And now, after the lapse of half a century, 
comes incontrovertible evidence, collected by 
2.0rd Aberdeen’s son Arthur, Lord Stanmore, 
proving conclusively that no letters from 
the Bandiera brothers to Mazzini were ever 
intercepted at the London general postoffice, 
that neither of the two statesmen, nor any 
one connected with the English government, 
ever gave any warning to the Neapolitan 
authorities concerning the contemplated 
Bandiera coup on the coast of Calabria, and 
that nothing was known of the latter by the 


Lrelish ministers and officials until after it | 


had occurred. 

That letters addressed to Mazzini were 
opened under government warrant at the 
London general postoffice cannot be denied, 
But no letters from the Bandieras or from 
Corfu, whence they and their followers 
started on their ill fated expedition. Indeed, 
the Neapolitan government and likewise old 
Prince Metternich, then chancellor of the 
Austrian empire, bitterly complained to the 
Sritish envoys at Naples and Vienna of hav- 
ing received no warning from the English 
government in advance about the affair. 

These reproaches are among the archives 
of the department of foreign affairs in Lon- 
don, and it is amazing that they should have 
remained buried there for all these fifty 
years. until resurrected by Lord Stanmore 
in connection with his successful efforts to 
clear the names of his father, Lord Aberdeen, 
end the latter’s colleague, Sir James Graham, 
of the odium under which they rested until 
now in the Bandiera brothers affair. 
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The practice of opening letters is one which 
every European government may be said to 
eruploy whenever it appears necessary to the 
seiety of the state. Each government has 
its so-called black cabinet, where suspicious 
correspondence is tampered with and only 
forwarded to its destination after its contents 
have been noted. Of course, no government 
admits this. Many of them have, in fact, de- 
nied the existence of any black cabinet in 
their respective capitals. 

Yet every now and again things crop up 
which constitute not merely a demonstration 
of the activity of the black cahjnet in ques- 
tion but also something much akin to a re- 
luctént acknowledgment thereof by the au- 
thorities. Perhaps the best proof that black 
cab:nets exist is to be found in the fact that 
all important government dispatches be- 
tween European governments and their em- 
bassies and legations abroad are conveyed 
by means of special messengers, owing to the 
lack of confidence in the mails. 
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The French duke of Avaray has been with- 
in the last week subjecteé to a good deal of 
injustice in articles contained in the Brook- 
lyn Daily Eagle and other organs of the 
American press in connection with the al- 
leged forgery of a note for $1,200 bearing 
the name of his divorced wife, the soi-disant 
‘‘ Princess Montglyon,” now at home at 
Tappan, N. ¥. The information concerning 
the duke, which {!s presumably furnished by 
the lady in question, intimates that she pos- 
sessed anh enormous fortune at the time of 
her marriage, bequeathed to her by her 
father; that in 1883 she was married to the 
duke of Avaray, “a French nobleman noted 
for his spendthrift hahits "’; that he “ squan- 
dered his wife’s fortune ’; that “ there was 
trouble about notes to the tune of 2,000,000 
francs, of which she repudiated the sigra- 
ture, but which she eventually paid, in dcSer- 
eace to the entreaties of a family conference, 
the paying of them practically wiping out 
her fortune.”’ 

The inference intended to be conveyed by 
the story is that the duke signed her name 
to the notes, and that she paid them to save 
him from disgrace, It is added that in 1892 
she sued the duke for divorce and won her 
case. 

Now, the real facts are these: The soil- 
disant princess had little or no money at the 
time when, as the daughter of the Count 
Eugene de Mercy d’Argenteau, ex-secretary 
of the Belgian legatien in Paris, she married 
the Marquis Hubert d’Avaray. He had not 
at that time succeeded to his father’s duke- 
dom, and, as the marriage was dissolved be- 
fore his father’s death, his wife never bore 
the title of duchess of Avaray.

The marriage was bitterly opposed by the 
ducal house of Avaray and turned out most 
untappily. It resulted in a divorce, which 
was granted in favor of the then marquis 
in 1892, and which created an extraordinary 
serzation at the time, owing to the testimony 
furrished as to the remarkable eccentricities 
of conduct and insane extravagances in 
m-ouey matters of the lady.

amengst other things that she spent in the

Construction to Begin at Onee; Marsh- 
mallow and Corn Roast. 
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Preliminary arrangements were made yes- 
terday to begim at once the construction of a 
permanent grougp of buildings for the housing 
of THE TRIBUNE'S summer hospital at Algon- 
quin, 

The day was made the occasion of a final 
“rouhdup" of the people who have been 
carrying om the work of the hospital during 
the summer—devoting their time, im each in- 
stance without compensation, to making pos- 
sible a quiet, undisturbed convalescence for 
the tired, wornout mothers and children who 
have been sent by THE TRIBUND into the 
country from the hot, crowded city streets. 

In the afternoon the hogpital medical staff 
with Supt. Ernest P. Bicknell of the Chicago 
bureau of charities and Miss R. B. Holmes, 
who hag been in active charge of the hospital 
work, went over the ground and selected 
what, in their opinion, are the two best sites 
for the erection of a permanent plant. These 
were agreed upon at a meeting held after an 
informal ing@pection of the available tract, 
and will be reported to R. T. Newberry and 
John M. Hwen, architect and builder, respec- 
tively, of THe TRIBUNB hospital, at a con- 
ference to be held early this week. 
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Group of Cottagelike Stguctures. 

The hospital is to built on plans an- 
nounced by THw TRIBUNE in June. This con- 
templates a building, o7 series of buildings, 
which when completed will represent the 
highest type of modern, sanitary hospital 
construction. In general the hospital will 
consist of a group of cottagelike structures, 
each a complete building in itself, and all 
connected by a covered dolonnade. The cen- 
tral structufe will be an administration 
bullding, containing an assembly room, din- 
ing hall, kitchen, and reception rooms, and 
the remaining buildings will contain sleep- 
ing rooms and the vther necessary para- 
phernalia of a convales¢ent hospital. 

The ground where the work of the hos- 
pital has been carried on during the sum- 
mer In tents, and where the permanent equip- 
ment will be built, is a wooded ridge on 
the bank of the Fox 1iver, a mile and a half 
from the town of Algonquin. Half way up 
the slope from the river is a wide, level green- 
sward, seemingly prepared by nature to ac- 
commodate such a building as THe TRIB- 
UNE plans. Here, in all probability, the hos- 
pital will be placed. } 

The actual work of constructing the per- 
manent building has been deferred until after 
the closing of the t2nt hospital in the fall 
on the advice of the bureau of charities. 
Within a week or two, however, the early fall 
weather will necessitate the closing of the 
hospital for the summer, and then the build- 
ers will take possession.

Saratoga, N. Y., Sept. 8.—Gayly decorated 
in the national colors and adorned with 
memorials of the heroes of the etvil war, 
Saratoga today received hundreds of vet- 
erans, who are arriving from far and near 
for the forty-first national encampment.

Personality is a gift 
of nature and a man deserves no more credit 
for it than he does for the shape of his nose, 
He is to be felicitated upon possessing It, 
but it fs not of his own making. But Mr. 
Moore has the ability to make sentiment ring 
so true that it clutches an audience instantly. 
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He showed this ability in “ Forty-five Min- 
utes from Broadway,” and last night in the 
new Cohan play, in which he is put forward 
as star, he again demonstrated this power 
and with a potency that made the achieve- 
ment partake of the exceptional. In the 
midst of a rushing, dashing Cohan comedy 
scene he suddenly voiced a serious thought 
and did it so simply and yet so genuinely 
that every person in the house was hushed, 
and a wave of hearty sympathy swept up 
to Kid Burns, who, blessed with a heart of 
gold and favored with a liberal supply ofthe 
world’s goods, had just come face to face 
with the realization that he lacked certain 
qualities and attributes which make the dif- 
ference between the uneducated man and the 
cultured gentleman.

The first duty when receiving an invitation

Laundering Jumper Suits. 

One of the problems of the everywhere popé 
ular Jumper suits is the laundering. It is all- 
important that anything to be of service 
must be made with due regaré to laundering. 
and that every one should know how to give 
explicit directions to the laundress. A 
jumper suit in tobacco brown linen or a 
boy’s suit in the same color should be 
washed with pure white soap, putting 
salt in the last rinsing water: the starch’ 
should be mixed with boiling coffee (previ- 
ously strained) inétead of water, or it will 
leave white streaks and smudges all over 
the surface. For one suit take a tablespoonful 
of starch, half a teaspoonful of borax (dis- 
eolved in a teaspoonful of boiling water), a 
quarter of an inch of tallow candle, and 
mix into a smooth paste with two tablespoons 
of cold water, adding enough bolling coffee to 
make a stiff jelly. While tan linen does not 
require special coddling, still some shades 
of buff and gray are Hable to spot and 
streak. To obviate this, use a tablespoonful 
of black pepper in the first water. This also 
will keep them from fading,
